I  have  the  honour  to  submit  iny  Annual  Report  for  1970  9  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  circular  1/71* 


Infectious  Diseases, 

The  number  of  infectious  disease  notifications  during  the  year  was  210, 
compared  with  86  in  19^9?  the  increase  being  entirely  attributed  to  measles. 

Por  the  first  time  no  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported.  One  case 
of  malaria  was  notified  and  this  was  contracted  naturally  abroad. 


Vital  Statistics. 

The  cirude  birth  rate  fell  from  15*52  P02:  thousand  population  in  I969  to 
14*72  in  1970*  Corrected  for  comparability,  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with 
the  country  as  a  v^hole,  the  figure  is  17*529  which  is  well  above  the  figure 
for  England  and  Vales  of  16.00. 

The  crude  death  rate  per  thousand  population  also  fell  diiring  the  year 
from  15*00  to  12.13*  The  corrected  death  rate  of  8.73  compstres  favourably 
with  the  figure  for  England  and  Vales  of  II.70. 

International  Certificates  of  Vaccination. 

One  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  certificates  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  cholera,  and  requiring  the  signature  of  the  doctor 
authenticated,  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 


I)ysentery. 

At  the  beginning  of  June  a  notification  was  received  from  the  Headmaster 
of  a  village  school  that  considerable  numbers  of  children  were  suffering  from 
recurrent  symptoms  of  diarrhoea  and  sickness.  In  addition  some  staff  members 
were  affected  and  the  school  had  had  to  close  for  a  day.  Investigations 
immediately  commenced  by  the  Department  established  that  dysentery  was  the 
cause  of  the  outbreak.  Rigorous  personal  hygiene  was  introduced  at  the  school 
and  all  children  foiind  to  be  positive  were  excluded  until  negative  faeces 
specimens  were  obtained.  In  all  some  I70  specimens  were  collected  from  68 
different  families  of  which  I4  were  positive  Shigella  sonnei  (dysentery)  and  2 
were  positive  Salmonella  (food  poisoning).  By  the  end  of  September  conditions 
at  the  school  had  returned  to  normal. 
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Food  Poisoning. 

A  notification  was  received  in  mid- simmer  of  a  case  of  Salmonella 
typhirmirium*  The  patient  proved  to  be  a  self-employed  contract  milker 
employed  by  various  farmers  in  this  and  neighbouring  districts.  An 
exclusion  notice  requesting  him  to  discontinue  work  was  served  and  com¬ 
pensation  for  loss  of  earnings  was  paid  by  the  Council  until  negative 
results  were  obtained  from  the  pathologist. 

Public  Health  Nuisance. 

It  was  appropriate  that  a  solution  to  a  long  standing  smell  nuisance 
caused  a  poultry  feed  manufacturers  in  the  area,  should  be  found  during 
European  Conservation  Year.  Since  September  I965  complaints  had  been 
received  by  the  Department  regarding  a  strong  fish  like  odour  caused  by  the 
production  of  pelletted  poultry  feed.  Several  specialist  firms  were  engaged 
by  the  Company  to  cure  the  problem.  Firstly  masking  of  the  odour  by 
chemicals  was  tried  -  but  many  people  disliked  the  perfumed  odour  more  than 
the  ”raw  product".  Secondly  ozone  was  added  to  the  gases  but  this  was  also 
unsuccessful.  A  combination  of  both  ozone  and  masking  chemical  did  prove 
to  be  partially  successful  but  undoubtedly  nuisance  continued  to  occur  from 
time  to  time.  Eventually  a  pilot  plant  was  designed  to  wet  scrub  the 
gases  followed  by  drying  and  then  filtering  through  a  carbon  filter.  This 
plant  was  operated  for  nearly  2,000  hours  filtering  a  tenth  of  the  gases  and 
it  was  then  decided  to  build  a  full  size  plant  of  similar  design.  The  new 
plant  was  brought  into  operation  in  the  early  summer  of  this  year  and  to 
date  has  proved  to  be  very  effective. 

Noise. 

The  installation  of  the  odour  control  plant  outlined  above  caused  the 
production  of  additional  noise  and  a  petition  was  received  from  a  considerable 
number  of  residents  regarding  excessive  night  noise  soon  after  the  plant 
commenced  to  operate.  The  Company  had  been  advised  by  the  department  at  the 
planning  stage  that  noise  nuisance  might  be  produced  but  they  decided  to 
"wait  and  see".  Noise  level  readings  taken  by  the  department  confirmed  that 
nuisance  was  being  caused  and  immediately  noise  consultants  were  engaged  by 
the  Company.  Remedial  work  was  carried  out  fairly  quickly  to  the  satisfaction:, 
of  the  majority  of  the  complainants. 


Clean  Air  Act  1956--68. 

During  the  year  two  applications  were  received  for  the  approval  of  chimney 
heights  in  connection  with  the  installation  of  boiler  plant.  One  application 
was  approved  and  one  application  was  rejected  on  the  grounds  of  inadequate 
height. 

Untreated  Milk  -  Brucellosis. 

During  the  year  76  samples  of  raw  milk  being  retailed  in  the  district 
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from  4  different  sources  were  submitted  for  biological  examination  to  check 
for  the  presence  of  Brucella  abortus  and  tubercle  bacilli.  Two  samples  of 
millc  were  foiind  to  be  positive  to  Brucella  abortus  type  II.  The  milk  from 
these  sources  was  diverted  for  heat  treatment  before  sale. 

Cream. 

< 

The  sampling  of  raw  cream  was  continued  this  year  and  55  samples  of 
cream  were  submitted  for  examination.  One  sample  was  found  to  be  positive 
to  Brucella  abortus  type  I  and  another  to  Brucella  abortus  type  II.  In 
each  case  the  farmer  concerned  agreed  to  heat  treat  all  cream  to  satisfy 
the  phosphatase  test. 

Of  the  55  samples  of  cream  57  produced  unsatisfactory^  methylene  blue 
tests  and  18  were  satisfactory.  These  results  show  no  improvement  over 
those  for  19^9  and  indicate  the  need  for  improved  techniques  in  cream 
production  at  daily  farms  and  more  careful  stock  rotation  by  retailers. 


Poultry  Production  and  Inspection. 

The  Slaughter  of  Poultry  Act  19^7  came  into  force  on  the  1st  Januaiy 
this  year  and  require  Local  Authorities  to  register  premises  ^^^here  poultiy 
is  stunned  before  being  slaughtered  (i.e.  in  practice  only  the  larger 
commercial  processing  plants).  Three  such  establishments  operate  in  this 
district  and  each  was  duly  registered.  It  is,  however,  ironical  that  this 
registration  of  a  limited  number  of  premises  where  poultry  is  slaughtered 
came  about  as  a  result  of  pressure  from  animal  lovers  rather  than  to  promote 
better  conditions  of  hygiene  or  to  require  reasonable  standards  of  poultry 
inspection.  The  increasing  incidence  of  Salmonella  infection  in  food, 
animals  and  in  poultry  in  particular  gives  some  cause  for  concern. 

Although  the  condition  in  poultry  does  not  usually  cause  symptoms  in  the 
live  bird  the  organisms  can  still  be  present  on  the  skin  surfaces  of  the 
^’oven  ready’*  bird.  Properly  cooked  the  chicken  should  be  safe.  However, 
the  practice  in  the  poultry  trade  of  producing  ’’New  York”  pack  type  birds 
i.e.  chicken  containing  its  internal  organs  which  have  to  be  subsequently 
removed  in  a  butchers  shop  or  kitchen  can  become  a  danger  if  cross  con¬ 
tamination  of  other  food,  utensils  or  work  surfaces  occurs  in  these  premises. 
It  may  be  time  for  the  New  York  pack  type  trade  to  be  stopped  to  avoid  this 
particular  risk  of  cross  contamination. 


Food  Hygiene. 

During  the  routine  inspection  of  food  premises  in  the  area  some  204 
contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were  found  and  informal  notices  were  served 
on  the  occupiers  to  improve  the  various  premises.  In  one  case  proceedings 
were  taken  under  the  Council's  Clean  Pood  Byelaws  against  a  greengrocer  who 
persistently  displayed  soft  fruit  without  any  form  of  protection  in  a  buoy 
High  Street.  A  fine  of  £20  was  imposed  and  £15.15s.Od.  costs  were  awarded. 
Retailers,  usually  greengrocers,  are  often  puzzled  by  our  insistence  that  all 
food  displayed  must  be  protected  from  all  forms  of  contamination  when  shops 
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in  other  areas  have  food  displayed  without  protection.  I  can  see  no  reason 
to  lower  the  standards  in  this  district  and  I  am  confident  that  the  modem 
housewife  is  only  too  pleased  to  see  all  food  properly  protected  from  dirt, 
dust,  flies,  petrol  and  diesel  fumes. 

In  my  view  the  time  is  approaching  for  some  review  of  Food  and  Drugs 
legislation.  For  example  it  appears  to  be  trivial  to  require  an  authority 
formally  to  register  a  retailer  who  may  wish  to  cook  one  or  two  hams  per 
week  or  to  sell  pre-wrapped  ice  cream,  whilst  catering  premises  can  open  in 
any  sort  of  condition  without  any  form  of  control  beyond  the  institution  of 
legal  proceedings  which  may  take  several  weeks  to  bring  before  the  Court. 
Surely  all  catering  premises  including  licensed  clubs  and  public  houses, 
should  be  subject  to  the  issue  of  an  annual  licence  provided  that  the  premises 
comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations. 

Inspections  of  food  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  revealed  some  25 
contraventions  of  the  Regulations.  Control  over  itinerant  food  vendors 
is  difficult  in  a  widespread  rural  district. 


Food  Complaints. 

No  reduction  occurred  in  the  number  of  complaints  received  regarding 
the  sale  of  unfit  food  or  food  not  of  the  nature,  substance  or  quality 
demanded.  The  complaints  included  foreign  matter  in  a  corned  beef,  mouldy 
comish  pasty,  mouldy  fruit  pie,  mouldy  sausages,  maggots  in  powdered  soup 
and  the  sale  of  mouldy  bread.  In  thi.s  last  case  two  loaves  of  bread  were 
sold  from  the  same  premises  -  the  first  loaf  proved  to  be  five  days  old  at 
the  time  of  sale  and  the  second  loaf  was  no  less  than  ten  days  old.  A 
”sale  or  retura”  system  was  being  operated  by  the  shop  and  the  bread  company 
and  although  ’’fresh”  bread  was  delivered  ’co  the  shop  each  morning  and  any 
unsold  bread  removed  by  the  van  salesmen  these  offences  occurred.  It  is 
improper  for  large  national  food  companies  to  condone  practices  which  can 
lead  to  the  sale  of  stale  food.  Legal  proceedings  were  therefore  taken 
against  the  retailer  who  invoked  Section  of  the  Act  to  involve  the 

manufacturers.  The  case  against  the  retailer  was  dismissed  and  the 
manufacturers  pleaded  guilty  and  were  fined  £50  with  £54*10s.Od.  costs  being 
awarded.  One  gratifying  result  of  these  proceedings  was  that  the  retailing 
company  stated  in  Court  that  the  ’’sale  or  return”  system  had  been  banned  in 
all  of  their  shops  throughout  the  Country. 

All  these  complaints  indicate  how  essential  it  is  for  retailers  to  Icnow 
the  maximum  shelf  life,  the  ideal  method  and  temperature  required  for  storage 
of  the  continually  increasing  range  of  food  products  which  are  on  sale. 

An  effective  stock  rotation  system  is  necessaiy  in  all  food  premises  to 
prevent  the  sale  of  stale  food  and  it  cannot  be  emphasized  too  strongly  that 
it  is  the  food  retailer  who  is  responsible  for  the  fresh  condition  of  the 
food  he  sells.

The  total  number  of  applications  on  the  waiting  list  increased  from 
874  i^^  January  to  893  in  December. 

New  Accommodation. 

A  block  of  flats  with  a  Piesident  Warden  were  completed  at  Pazan  Court, 
V/adhurst.  This  block  consists  of  12  bed-sitting  rooms  for  single  people 
and  12  self-contained  flats  for  couples.  A  kitchen  for  the  use  of  the 
W.H.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  has  been  incorporated  in  this  building. 

At  Jarvis  Brook  the  building  of  58  houses  and  16  flats  was  completed 
enabling  the  Council  to  rehouse  the  remaining  tenants  from  the  sub-standard 
houses  at  Palesgate  and  the  prefabricated  bungalows  at  Rotherfield,  in 
addition  to  a  number  of  applicants  from  the  waiting  list.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  arrangements  which  were  made  for  the  examination  of  specimens 
taken  for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases,  with  the

on  Saturdays,  or  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  6  p.m.  from  Mondays 
to  Fridays  and  by  1  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Urgent  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director,  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  5696O). 

Ambulance  Services 

The  County  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  national  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  has  the  duty  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  available 
where  necessary  to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in 
their  area  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area. 

The  stations  and  ambulances  are  linked  by  radio  control,  which  ensures 
a  quicker  and  more  efficient  service  in  accident  or  emergency  cases.  All 
emergency  calls  along  our  common  boundary  with  the  Kent  County  Council  are 
covered  by  the  nearest  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  the  emergency. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted 
from  doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases 
of.  accidents  or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  directly  from 
members  of  the  public.
